A WHISTLING SNAKE.

The discovery of the Horn expedition 
to the McDonnell ranges in Australia 
of a remarkable specimen of natural 
history called a "whistling spider," 
whose peculiarity consists in producing 
a whistling nolae by the simple opera- 
tion of draw ing its fore leg across its 
Jaw, seems at the moment to lie out- 
done. Sir William Macgregor, the ad- 
ministrator ot British New Guinea, Is 
now in the field with another extraor- 
dinaiy discovery— a whistling snake. 
In his latest report Kir William says 
that a large number of deaths occurred 
early this year in the Rigo district of 
New Guinea from snake bite. The ad- 
ministrator polnta nut that the island 
Is infested by s Hull species of black 
snake, which is very fierce. The 
natives declare that whenever a man 
goes near one It rushes at him, utter- 
ing sounds which they describe as re- 
sembling a whistle. “Shortly before I 
was at the government station," writes 
Kir William Macgregor, "one of these 
reptiles attacked the government 
agent, but was killed before It did any 
harm. A little while before a boy of 
fourteen years w as In the hush near the 
station, when one of these snakes made 
a ruah at him with the usual peculiar 
whiatllng sound. The boy thought the 
noise emanated from some cockatoos In 
a tree and began to look for them. He 
diu not discover his mistake until he 
received a bite from the reptile, from

“THE CRIME OF 1873 ’’ 

Under the above caption the Louis- 
ville Post of the 11th, inst., has an 
able article on the Silver Question. 
The Pott is a Democratic paper, but 
it seems here of late to be getting 
pretty sound on some things. In the 
course of the article the Post says: 

“The gentlemen who talk so much 
ol the 'crime oi 1873'and who demaud 
that silver be restored to the position 
from which it was taken do not care 
to familiarize themselves with our fi- 
nancial history. 

“'In 1873, 'according to Laughlin's 
History of Bimetallism, ‘we find a 
simple legal recognition of that which 
had been the immediate result of the 
act of 1853, aud which bad been an 
admitted tact in tne history of our 
coinage during the preceding twenty 
years. In 1853 it bad been agreed to 
accept the situation by which we hud 
come to have gold for large payments 
and to relegate silver to a limited ser- 
vice in the subsidiary coinB. The act 
of 1873, however, dropped the dol- 
lar niece out of the list of silver coins 
In discontinuing the coinage of the 
silver dollar, the act of 1873 theieby 
simply recognized a tact which hud 
been obvious to everybody since 1849. 
It did not introduce auvthiug new, 
or begin a new policy. Whatever is 
to he said about the demonetization of 
silver, as a fact, must center in the 
act of 1853. Silver was not driven 
out of circulation bv the act of 1873 
which omitted the dollar of 412J 
grains, siuce it bad not been in cir- 
culation fur more than twenty five 
years. In 1853 Congress advisedly 
continued in motion the machinery 
which kept the silver dollar out of cir- 
culation, aud, as we have seen, 
uvowed its iutenlion to create a siugle 
gold standard. This, theu, was the 
act which really excluded silver dol- 
lars from our curreucy. A vast deal 
of rhetoric has been wasted on the 
act oi 1873, but its importance is 
greatly overrated. A law which 
merely recogoized existing conditions 
cannot be compared with the law 
which had for its object to eatablisb 
these conditions, and this states the 
relative force of the act ol 1853 uud 
that of 1873.’ " 

The article closes with this perti- 
nent remark: 

“What the free silver meu are try- 



ing ol that term in the income tax 
law at the time said money or person- 
al property passes from the custody 
and control of the courts into the 
hands of the beneficiary, or into the 
hands of a trustee or other person, 
who holds the same for the sole use 
and benefit of said beneficiary. 

“Second — Actual losses on sales 
01 real estate purchased since Decem- 
ber 31, 1891, may be deducted from 
income as a business loss under the 
specific provisions of law. Section 
28 of the income tax law in stating 
the various sources of income liable 
to taxation provides that 'profits 
realized within the year from sales of 
real estate purchased within two 
years previous to the close of the year 
for which income is estimated’ shall 
be included. 

‘ 'In construing ‘the deductious al- 
lowed for loss es within the year on 
sales of real estate puichased within 
two years previous to the year for 
which income is estimated,’ this is 
held by analogy and fair constrict- 
ion to mean the same period covered 
by the provisions requiring the re- 
turn of profits, and therefore the lat- 
ter provision is construed to extend 
to the close of the year, as the same 
is specifically provided in the former. 

“Third — Debts contracted prior to 
the year 1894 and found in said year 
to be worthless can not be deducted 
from income for said year.

“Here's your money said a City

interest on such a loan.”

The money lender usually 
gets the big end of the loan, unless 
the loan is unsecured, in which case, 
nine times out ol ten, the loanee is 
worsted, Take my advice, don't bor- 
row at any price.” 

Then addressing a group of inter- 
ested Iriends, the lawyer said: “Com- 
pound interest is a funny thing to 
run up against. Not long ago the Bank 
ol England had to pay a large sum to 
settle a compound note for $25, which 
had been mislaid for many years. 
The ca.stodian of the note claimed 
•3,000,000, but was glad to accept a 
compromise for a much smaller sum. 
The loan I made to-day, by way of a 
joke, offers an interesting study. It 
is payable in too years (or earlier, if 
possible) at compound Interest, at the 
end of 100 years. At the rate of interest 
charged, 1 per cent., the borrower or 
his heirs will owe me •275. NowifI 
had charged 4 per cent intereat he or 
his heirs would owe me 15,050 at the 
end of 100 years. By charging usu- 
rious rates of interest, say 12 per 
cent. — Well, I'd have due in the year 
A. D. 1995, at the rate of 24 per cent, 
interest the original $1 would accum- 
ulate iu a century just •2,551,799,- 
404.“ — (Buffalo Courier.

We see in the Memphis Appeal that 
the colored Methodist held a Minis- 
ter’s Meeting in San Francisco last 
week and in that meeting they dis- 
cussed the works of Miss Ida B. Wells 
the colored lady who has lectured 
very extensively throught this coun- 
try Jand England, concerning the 
lynching of the colored people 
of the South. These Reverened gen- 
tlemen said they approved of |her 
mission, bnt they could not indorse 
her because she had never proved her- 
self to be a member of the Methodist 
Church. While those learned theo- 
logians may have telt that they were 
doing their duty, we think they 
showed themselves short-sighted and 
narrow minded in the extreme. She 
has been working to stop an evil 
which is being perpetrated against 
our race and when there is a battle 
to be fought against any public evil, 
we should lay aside all denomination- 
al prejudice and unite against the 
common enemy. We were thinking 
the Methodists were the most liberal 
denomination in existance, except, 
peihaps, the Universalists. They 
seem to indorse and protect every- 
thing any other denomination does, 
except close communion, a practice by 
the Baptist. But the ministers of 
California cannot stand to endorse an 
act, no difference how praise-worthy 
it may be, if it is not pertormed by a 
member ol the Methodist Church. 
We must be more liberal minded and 
act as do other raches, when a great 
moral question arises which is affect- 
ing our race. We must throw poli- 
tics and religion, so far as denomi- 
nations are concerned, to the wind, 
aud ail join to battle with the enemy.

PATENT 



Special to The REPUBLICAN; 

Few people who obtain patents 
have any idea of the practical routine 
of the office which giants them their 
coveted document guaianteeing pro- 
tection for seventeen years in the en- 
joyment of their invention. The 
present Patent Office building which 
costs something like three million 
dollars, was begun in 1836, and the 
last wing completed in time for hold- 
ing the Lincoln inaugural ball. It 
shelters the 500 clerk ol the Patent 
Office force; about 400 Land Office 
clerks, and the personal force of the 
Secretary ol the Interior, some two 
hundred in number. 

The question of making the Pa- 
tent Office wholly independent of the 
Interior Department has long been 
agitated To-day in its work it is 
practically so. The Secretary, it is 
true, appoints all the clerks, but on- 
ly upon the recommendation of the 
Commissioners of Patents, and ap- 
peals are taken from the Commission- 
er’s decisions, not to the Secretary, 
but directly to the courts. 

According to the first patent law, 
the question of granting patent was 
decided by the Secretaries of State 
and War, and the Attorney-General, 
and the document was signed by the 
President. In 1836, the office was 
formed as a Bureau of the State De- 
partment, and the law provided for a 
Commissioner, one ‘ ’examining clerk” 
three other clerks, a messenger, and 
a machinist. A few years later this 
Bureau was translerred to the Inter- 
ior Department. 

At the present time there are in the 
examining corps of llie Patent Office 
about two hundred people. As cur 
system requires the patent to be a tol- 
erable certain guaranty both as to 
practicle utility and as to novelty, it 
is necessary that every possible field 
of invention should have its own ex- 
pert. The examining force is classed 
in thirty-four ’•divisions," each hav- 
ing its regular line of inventions, and 
its quota ol experts; and each divis- 
ion being entirely independent of all 
other-, arbitarly granted or refusing 
patents in its own line. 

In each examining there are from 
lour to six Assistant Examiners, and 
each assistant has his regular branch 
or subdivision of the work. One 
man may make a life-long study of 
gas engines, another ol photography, 
a third of a particular branch ol met- 
allurgy, etc. The chief of the divis- 
ion is called the Principal Examiner, 
and his salary is $2,500. The assis- 
tants rank as 1st, 2d and 3d and 4th 
assistats, and their salaries range 
from $ i, 800 to $1,200. Admission is 
obtained to the force as Fourth As- 
sistant Examiner after passings spec- 
ial technical examination in charge of 
the Civil Service Commission. Very 
few, excepting graduates of colleges 
or technical schools, pass the exami- 
nations, and for the last ten years 
nearly every man appointed has been 
ire sh from active studies. The An- 
napolis Naval Academy has lurnished 
more men for the exanining corps 
than any other school, although Yale, 
Cornell, the University of Michigan, 
and the Worchester Polytechnic In- 
situation are not far behind. Some 
forty American colleges, in, all, are 
represented. Tenute of office is re- 
garded as sure, whatever the politics 
of the "administration.” 

Examinations as to office ruler and 
decisions of the Commissioner and 
various courts upon questions regard- 
ing patents, are held every year or 
two, and each person entering the 
examination is afterwards given a 
printed list of competitors urranged 
in the order of merit. The promo- 
tions follow this list of almost uni- I 
formly. Removals lor political pur- J 
poses are practically unknown. Oa 
an average about ten Fourth Assist- I 
ant Examiners are appointed each 
year to fill vacancies caused by resig- 
nations or deaths. The ‘ 'examining 
force” is the great school ol training 
for patents attorneys or agents. After 
a few years ofoffice work, and a course 
ol law in one of Washington's even- 



ing law schools, the young examiner 
is "open to officers, "or ready to start 
in for himself. 

The scientific library, to aid the 
examiners in their work, contains 65- 
000 volumes, and has on file six hun- 
dred technical magazines. In times 
past some "divisions" would keep up 
to date with their work, while others 
would lag from two to fourteen 
months behind. This caused perpe- 
tual wonder among inventors as to

All patents are issued, rain or shine 
holiday or otherwise, upon Tuesday, 
Rnd are given regular numbers in 
their proper order. The present ser- 
ies, which wns begun in 1836, has 
just passed 534,000. Copies of all 
patents are kept in stock, and will 
be sent to any one who desires them, 
at a uniform price of ten cents each. 
"Positively no credit is given.” 

Aside from thesceintific examining 
corpse , there are some three hundred 
members of the "clerical" torce of 
the Patent Office. Their duties are 
to receive and distribute tjie applica- 
tions, print and prepare the patent 
when granted; prepare copies of 
drawings; record assignments, and 
attend to the many many outside 
duties arising in carrying on the 
work of the office. Although their 
work is interesting and important it 
cannot be here more fully indicated. 
The value of the patents granted by 
the United States Government de- 
pends largely upon the skill and ex- 
perience of the Examiners.

His fortune of 
22,000,000 francs has just been dis- 
tributeed among a large number ot 
humble French families and distant 
relatives of the deceased man who 
never saw him. Among the benefi- 
ciaries are two barbers, a cooper, a 
shoemaker and several laborers. 

The second story is in the blackest 
contrast. It tells of the fate ot an 
old tuan long known as a miser who 
kept a little cigar shop in London 
The shop was closed lor several days, 
and finally it was entered by the po- 
lice, who found the owner almost 
naked and frozen to death. There 
wis no food nor fuel in the place.but 
on the shelves were found several 
large tin cans, usually holding snuff, 
filled with gold sovereigns. Com- 
plete search revealed money and se- 
curities amounting to $150,000, The 
dead miser had no known relatives. 

The third story is that of a foolish 
young man who inherited a fortune 
of $500,000. He recently spent with- 
in a |>criod of two or three weeks no 
less than $435,000 for jexelry. He 
is now sueing one of the best known 
Bondstieet jewelers, from whom he 
bought the stuff, on account of al- 
leged overcharges to the amount of 
$85,000. Joseph Tasker is the yon ng 
spendthrift's name, and among the 
trifles which he testified to buying 
from the persuative canvasser 
lor the jewelers were the famous 
Agra diamond at $75,000, seven large 
brillantsat $150,000, a beautiful bow 
brooch lor $25,000, the Stafford col- 
lection of colored gems for $50,000, 
and a model of the Holy i ty lor $6,- 
000. He wanted to buy the renown- 
ed Hope diamond and offered $160,- 
000 for it, but the sale was not com- 
pleted. The plaintiff created a good 
deal of amusement, and disgust as 
well, by his behavior in court yerter- 
day. He professed the utmost in- 
difference lor the whole matter, and 
was much annoyed when he was 
urged to recall the particulars of 
transactions involving fortunes, He 
had more imp >rtant affairs than such 
trifles, he declares, and frequently he 
replied to questions by such words 
as "Oh, don't matter,” and “Blowed 
if I know.” It was brought out that 
be had spent many thousands more 
for enrius, "rubbish” he called them, 
in all parts of the world, to fill up his 
apartments at the Hotel Belgravia. 
It was attempted to show that some 
of his largest purchases had been 
made at his rooms when recovering 
from the effects of a debauch. The 
stoiy of this interesting young man 
will be further detailed in court next 
week.
